According to the Coffee County 
Board of Registrars, there are 
30,402 registered voters in the 
county; however, 5,859 of them are 
on the inactive voters list which 
means they have not voted in the 
past four to five years 

The percentage of the county's 
voters exercising their constitution- 
al right was 51 percent (15,499), 
The “experts” had predicted 
between 50 to 55 percent of the 
state’s voters would cast their bal- 
lots. 

Coffee Countians went with 
George Bush and Dick Cheney for 
President and Vice President of the 
United States. They received 9,938 
votes while Al Gore and Joe Lieber- 
man received 5,220 votes.

This month's Coffee County 
Board of Education’s meeting held 
last Thursday evening was short 
and to the point. The meeting 
agenda was short and consisted of 
only six items of business. 

Board members were given an 
update on the on-going construc- 
tion projects on the three county 
schools’ campuses by a representa- 
tive of the county’s architectural 
consultants, 

They were told that construction 
is “progressing very well” and that 
the contractor, First Team Con- 
struction, “has gotten off to a really 
good start.” At this point, the total 
project is about 15 percent com- 
plete with site preparation under- 
way al Zion Chapel for the con- 
struction of the new computer lab. 
At the New Brockton site, the walls 
on the new classrooms are up four 
to five feet and the back-fill on the 
inside has begun. The installation 
of the veneer brick on the two 
buildings at Kinston is almost com- 
plete. They are very close to doing 
what is called a “punch list” - look 
ing for any items that need to be 
addressed before finalization of the 
project. 

Turning to other business, Super- 
intendent Rodger Bowden brought 
before members Board Policy 
BBBE-Compensation which was 
presented at the last board meeting, 
He told them that if an increase in 
the compensation received by 
board members was going to be 
considered and/or enacted - it had 
to be done at this meeting prior to 
any new board member taking 
office. 

Board Chairman Charles Walker 
pointed out to board members that 
the state legislature had, this year, 
passed a bill which was signed by 
Governor Don Siegelman authoriz- 
ing the increase in compensation 
paid to city and county board mem- 
bers. The bill allows for payment of 
up to $600 monthly in compensa- 
tion to board members for their ser- 
vice.

Choose The Right 
Scope 


Sporting goods stores and gun shops are experiencing the preseason rush 
as Alabama deer hunters purchase new equipment for the coming deer sea 
son. One item that has become standard equipment to Southern hunters is 
the riflescope 

Technological advancement in sighting equipment has advanced at a 
rapid rate over the last 50 years. It was not that many years ago that 
windage and elevation adjustments on a rifle were made with a file and 
hammer, Today's scopes are caple of changing bullet impact as Jittle as a 
fraction of an inch by simply turning a kAGB, SLO VW) Okay 

When riflescopes first begin to get popular, and some still think that way, 
many wanted the highest power scopes they could obtain. But just as ina 
lot of other things, big is not always better. The power of a scope is 
expressed in the number of times an object is magnified as compared to 
Viewing it with the naked eye. A4X means an object is magnified 4 times, 
a 6X six times and so on. Another way of explaining scope power would 
be to imagine an object viewed with a 4-power scope at 100 yards as being 
the same view as the object viewed at 25 yards with the naked eye. 

There will always be debates over which scope is best, the fixed power 
or the variable power scopes. Fixed power scopes in 4X or 6X will be ade- 
quate for most hunting conditions in the U.S. unless you are going on a 
groundhog or rock chuck safari. Then, you may want a scope that can 
crank the power up to 18% or more. One of the best scopes for overall use 
is a variable with a low end of 3X going to a high end of 9x or 1OX. Mod- 
ern variables are well made and are not near as fragile as the early models. 

One of the main points to consider when purchasing a scope is its ability 
to transmit light. Most big game hunting, and even squirrel hunting for that 
matter, 1S at its prime during early morning and late evening. Scopes with a 
32 mm objective lens is about minimum for early and late hunting, and 
many seasoned hunters and target shooters prefer 40mm to 50mm. 

Other things to consider when purchasing a scope are: Eye relief- the 
distance between the eye and the scope is important, especially in the hard- 
er recoiling calibers. | have a friend who stubbornly keeps getting smacked 
above the eye by his less than adequate eye relief scope. An eye relief of 
about 3 inches is acceptable for most shooters. Good resolution-which 
enables a scope to show fine details, and good contrast-which differentiates 
target tones are also desirable characteristics in a riflescope.
